I was left in doubt as to the 
result, waiting in the pretty parlor, 
where hung M portrait of Helen, till 
steps were heard upon the stairs, 
and. to my delight, thej were the 
fall of two pairs of feet. Through 
the doorway I spied Helen's teach 
er. and. as she came lot ward, 
pushing back the portiere. 1 saw 
she led liv the hand Helen Keller. 

This wonderful girl is now fifteen 
vc us old she is above medium 
iieinin. strongly built, her physique 
indicating perfect tieuit h >\ as

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It is about time to lay before, the

'They arc the most praelical results 
of the meetings held up to date by 
the American Society for the 1 in 
proveinent of Speech. 'They arc im- 
portant, because they go to the 
core. One refers to the voice, the 
other to the choice of words. I will 
state them briefly, and iry to show 
that the ordinary man and woman 
should be interested in them. 

First, as to voice, common ex- 
perience and scientific principles 

agree in directing the efforts for 
improvement to the tones and usage 

of children. There is the founda- 
tion upon which must rest any 
sensible plans, the object of which 
is lo raise the national utterance. 
Of all defects common in every day 
speech, probably one-half have 

come through neglect or ignoranoe 

of the nature of the human voice. 

its evolution, its care and train- 
ing. 

More than this, the majorporiion 
of the racial or provincial varieties 
in sounding the letters or speaking 
simple English words could he re 
moved largely in the case of adults, 
and wholly in children, by know- 
ill" how to use the tongue. Fhy- 

Biologj shows that the influence of 
this organ alone accounts more than 
any other single factor, not only 
for the difference between the 
voices of Amotions ami English- 
men, but even for those among 
sections of people speaking lan- 
es foreign to one anothi 

As the volume of sound issues 

from tlii' larynx, to be made into 
letters, the tongue lays an impress 
upon it, and by that we know 

the speaker to belong to German 

or more broadly speaking Teu- 
tonic slock, or to that other 
■ lass of Latin origin. When 
the fotv part of this little orpin is 
employed freely, as with those 
whose vernacular is of the Latin 

group, the quality of voice is. 
speaking broadly, finer and lighter 

than with the others, who depend 
more upon the base of the tongue 
in vowel formation.
